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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 08-16-2005 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show 
certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which 
applicant relies (i.e., "a display" for displaying a plurality of personal channels to viewers 
on a single display) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are 
interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into 
the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 
The applicant argues that claims 1, 5 and 13 are allowable. The applicant supports 
these arguments by stating that Lawler does not disclose, or suggest, ""a display" for 
displaying a plurality of personal channels to viewers on a single display (See Remarks 
Pg. 5 Paragraph 4, Pg. 6 Paragraph 3)." As stated above, this subject matter is not 
claimed. The applicant also argues that Lawler "does not disclose, or suggest, "a 
display" presenting visual indicia for allowing selection of each of the one personal 
channels (See Remarks Pg. 5 Paragraph 4, 6, Pg. 6 Paragraph 3)." As discussed in the 
Final Rejection, Lawler does disclose such a limitation (See Final Rejection Paragraph 
2). The applicant also argues that the teachings of Lawler do not mention in any way 
that each of the viewers has a separate channel (See Remarks Pg 5 Paragraph 4, Pg. 6 
Paragraph 3). Lawler teaches that a viewer preference table is used to present 
personalized channels to a selected viewer of a selected viewing station (See Col. 7 
lines 35-67, Col. 8 lines 1-67, Col. 9 lines 1-49, Col. 12 lines 19-67). Thus, each viewer 
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has a separate channel. It is noted, for the sake of argument, that although Lawler may 
not display the personal channels of each viewer of a viewer station on the same 
display unit simultaneously, such a limitation is not required by the claim language nor is 
such a limitation supported by the specification. 

The applicant argues, with respect to claims 4, 8 and 16, that Lawler et al. '107 
does not disclose recording means on the remote control (See Remarks Pg. 6 
Paragraph 5). As cited in the final rejection Lawler et al. '107 discloses controls on a 
remote control for selecting and activating a recording function display on a screen (See 
Lawler et al. '107 Col. 10 lines 27-44). The controls on the remote control for selecting 
and activating a recording function are "means for controlling the recording of a 
television program."
